| bome | in the firſt rudiments of grammar, after which 
he was ſent to Wincheſter ſchool, where he made him- 
ſelf maſter of the Latin and Greek languages, and pre- 
ſently diſcovered the delicacy of his genius, his exer - 
ciſes being diſtinguiſhed above thoſe of his ſchoolfel- 
lows by a happy imitation of the Claſſicks. The pro- 
ſeſſion which he intended toſollow was that of phyſick. 

In the mean · time hebecame the darling of the whole 
place by the ſweetneſs of his temper ; and while the 


obſervance of thoſe rugged rules which was ſeverely 
exacted from the reſt on account of Philip's tender 
conſtitution, what ĩs ſtill more ſingular the boys them 
ſelves were ſo far from murmuring at this indulgence 


that they were even pleaſed with the diſtinRion, 


though vhilſt they were at play he ſeldom joined with 
them but generally retired then to his chamber, where 
he procured a perſon to attend him and comb his hair, 
of which he had a very handſome flow. In this very 
t Gogular gratification he felt an cxquilite delight, and 
it is ſaid would fit hours together enjoying the plea- 
ſure it gave him with the higheſt degree of ſenſibility. 
It was in theſe intervals chiefly that he read Milton; 
however this was not before he was well acquainted 
with both Virgil and Homer, and the frequent imi- 
tations he found of theſe authors in Paradiſe Loſt fall- 
ing in exactly with his own turn, he conceived an ar-

maſter, a rigid diſciplinarian, diſpenſed with that ſtrict .

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-which he compoſed at this time ſhewed-that he had 


imbibed a good ſhare of Milton's ſtyle and manner 


before he left Wincheſter, as obſerved bythe late Mr. 
. Oldiſworth, who was his contemporary at that ſchool. 
Wich this foundation of good learning in the be- 
ginning of the 1694 he was removed to Chriſt-church, 
Oxford, a college then in the higheſt reputation from 
the excellent ſenſe and conduct of Dr, Aldrich, From 
his firſt entrance into that univerſity he was very much 
eſteemed ſor the ſimplicity oſ his manners, the agree- 
ableneſs of his converſation, and the uncommon deli- 
cacy of his genius; and in that place, ſo famous for 
good ſenſe and a true ſpirit, he in a ſhort time grew 
to be ſuperiour to moſt of his contemporaries, where 
to have been their equal only had been a ſufficient 
praiſe. He was received with open arms into the com- 
pany and acquaintance of the moſt diſtinguiſhed wits; 
and as oſten as the ſlatutes of the univerſity called him 
to any publick exerciſes his performances were con» 
ſtantly the talk and admiration of all that heard them; 
and they were only heard, for he was not willing they 
ſhould go any futther, ſince how much ſoever' they 
might pleaſe others yet he was not thoroughly ſatiſ- 
tied with them himſelf; nor did thoſe who knew and 
loved him beſt chuſe to diſtreſs (and they found it 
wauld diſtreſs) his modeſly by poſting him on that 
point; It as this modeſty and the uncommon fimpli- 
city of his manners that more particularly endeared 
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nim to them, and they were completely happy in the 
enjoyment of his converſation, in which his undif- 
aiſed fincerity was eoutinually enlivened with s kind 
cheerfulneſs which ititocence alonecangive, height- 
ened with mirth wholly raiſed by a genteel and deli- 


cute raillery, without ever degenerating into ridicule. 


After he came to Oxford' Milton's Muſe became 
his chief delight, and the greateſt part of his ſtudyfor 
tome years was employed in tracing the ſteps by which 


| that author roſe'ts perfection. There way not an ab 


Jifion tn' Paradiſe Loft drawn from the thoughts'or 
expreſſions of Homer of Virgil which he could not 
immediate ly refer to, and by that he perceived what 
a peculiar life and grace their ſentiments added to En- 
plith poetry, how much their images raiſed its ſpirit, 
aud what weight and beauty their words when tranſ- 
lated gave to its language. Nor was he leſs curious 
in obſerving the ſorce' and eleganey of his mother- 
tongue, but by the example of his darling Milton 
ſeurched backwards into the works of our old Engliſh 
poets to furniſh himſelf with proper, ſounding, and 


b gnificant expreſſions, and prove the due extent and 


conipaſs of the language. For this pur poſe he care- 
fully read over Chaucer and Spenſer, and ifterwards 
in his writings did not feruple to revive any words 
or phraſes which he thought deſerved it, with that |

he deteſted Alattery as much, and would rather hate 
bern contented withthe ellaracter of a dull man than 
that of a witty or ſer vile one at the expenſe of his hu- 
manit y or ſincerity. This ſincerity indeed was his di- 
ſlinguiſhing character, ad made him as. dear to all 
eee n 
of true ſenſe and letters, 

Upon all theſk yetwenrs Guting his tay in the wa 
verſity he was honoured with. the acquaititance vf the 
beſt and politeſt men in it, many of whom, who now 
make confiderable figures both in the ſtate and in the 
republiek of learning, would chink it no diſgract'to 
have their names mentioned as Mr. Philip's friends. 
And here we muſt not forget that/particular friend- 
ſhip which he contracted with Mr. Edmund Smith, 
author of the incomparable'tragedy of Phadra and 
Hippolitus, and who upon his deceaſe celebrated his 
memory in a beautiful poem prefixed to this edition 
of Mr. Philips's Works, and ſoon after followed him 


to the grave. Theſe two often communicated their 


thoughts to each other, and as their ſtudies lay the 
fame way Were much to their mutuulfacisfsQiort and 
improvement; for as the mind takes no greater plea- 
ſure than ina free and unreſcrved diſcovery of its own 
notions, ſo it can reap no greater profit than in the 
correction it meets with from the judgment of a ſin- 
cere friend. This we make no doubt was as pleaſant 


as any part of Mr, Philips's lle, ho had a ſoul capable 
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of rdiſhing all the fineſt. enjoyments of ſublime, vir 
tuous, and elegant ſpirits How much it affected Mr. 
Smith he alone wat able to expreſs, nor perhaps could 
he have done it ſo fully had not the occaſion of writ- 
ing the above poem to his friend's memory impreſſ-

It is enough at preſent to 
eee brought him into ſa vour and 
eſteem with the Lords Oxford and Bolingbroke, two 
of the moſt eminent encouragers and patrons of letters 
that ha ve appeared in our age, the one famous fur his 
political knowledge and univerſal learning, the other 
diſlinguiſhed for the different talents of a refined and 
polite genius uiid an indefatigable application to bu- 


fineſs, joined with an exquiſite IG he": 


tion in affairs of the higheſt concern. 
However, eee e ee, 
and other noble patrotie, yet from the modeſt diſtruſt 
he entertained of himſelfit was not without ſome pain 
that he enjoyed their company, and the fear of offend- 
ing oftentimes made him leſs ſludious of pleaſing. Such 
was the humble opinion he conceived of hisown good 
qualities that.it-made them leſs conſpicuous to others, 
as if he was aſharued that his virtues were greater; he

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not prejudice the great again ſi his wit, ſo neither did 
his unſolicitous eafineſs in his fortune at allhinder the 
marks of their favour and muniſiceuce. True it is that 
he never praiſed any one with a ſordid uiew, nor ever 
ſacrificed his ſincerity to his intereſt, having ſoul a- 
bove ennobling the vicious and as he gave his cha- 
racters with the fpirit ofa poet he obſer ved at the ſame 
time the ſidelity of an hiſtorian. This indeed was a 
part which diſtinguiſhed him as much from almoſt all 
other poets as his manner of writing did, he being one 
of thoſe few who were equally averſe to flattery and 
detraction. He never went out of his way for a panes 
gyrick,' or forced his invention to be ſubſer vient to 
his gratitude, but inter wove his characters ſo well 
with the thread of his poetry, and adapted them ſo 
natural, beautiful, and of a piece with the poem. If it 
be reckoned diſſicult to praiſe well, for our Author not 
to err in ſuch avaricty is much more ſo, and looks like 
the maſterly hand of a great painter, who candraw all 
ſorts of beautics, and at the ſame time that he gives 
them their proper charms happily diſtingoiſhes them 
from euch other. In ſhort, to purſue the metaphor, 
there is nothing gaudy in his colours, nothing ſtiff or 
affected in his manner; and all the lineaments are ſo

From this general view of his Writings we now paſs 
on to a particular. The firſt of theſe was The Splendid 
Shilling, a title as new and uncommon for a poem as 
his way of adorning it was, and which inthe opinion 
of one of the beſt and moſt unprejudiſed judges of this 
age * is the fineſt burleſque poem in the Britiſh lan- 


„% guage Nor was it only the fineſt of that kind in 


our tongue, but handled in a manner quite different 
from what had been made uſe of by any author of our 
own. or other nations, the ſentiments and ſtyle being 
| in this both new, whereas in thoſe the jeſt lies more in 
alluſions to the thoughts and fables of the Ancients 
than in the pomp ofthe expreſſion. The ſame humour 
is carried through the whole, and not unnaturally di- 
verſiſied, as moſt poems of that nature have been be · 
fore. Out of that variety of circumſtances which his 
fruitful in vention muſt ſuggeſt to him on ſuch a ſub- 
je& he has not choſen any but what are diverting to 
every reader, and ſome that none but his inimitable 
Ureſs could have made diverting to any. When we 
read it we are betrayed into a pleaſure that we could 
not expe, though at the ſame time the ſublimity of 
the Ryle and gravity of che phraſe ſeem to chaſtiſe chat 
Laughter which they provoke.

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This was the firſt piece that made him known to the 
world, and tho' pt inted from an incorrect copy gained 
him univerſal applauſe, and (as every thing ne in its 
kind does) ſet many imitators to work; yet none ever 
came up to the humour and happy turn of the original. 
Agenuineedition of it came outſome years after, for he 
was not ſo ſolicitous fot praiſe as to haſten even that, 
which by the earneſt he received from the pablick he 
might modeſtly aſſure himſelf would be a procurer of 
it. We muſt not omit totake notice that as the cuſtom 
of ſmoking tobaceo was highly in vogue when Mr. 
Philips was at the univerſity, from the etample of the 
celebrated Dr. Aldrich *, ſo he fell in with the gene- 
ral taſte, which recommended itſelf the rather to him 
as he felt ſome relief from it ; he has deſcended to ſing 
its praiſes in more than one place, and his Splendid 
Shilling owes ſome part of its luſtre to the happy in- 
troduction of a'tobaccopipe f. |

He determined to the choice of that ſubject 
by the violent paſſion he had to do ſome honour to his 
native country, and has therefore exerted all the 
powers of genius and art to make it complete, It is 
founded upon the model of Virgil's Georgicks, and 
coniestheneareſtofunyotherto that admirable poem, 
which the criticks-preſer to the divine Aneid. Yet 
though it is cafy to diſcern who wap his guide in that 
difficult way, we may obſerve that he comes after ra- 
ther like a purſuer than a follower, not tracing him 
ſtep after ſlep, but chufing thoſe paths in which be 
might calieſt overtake him. All his imitations are far 
from being ſervite, though ſomerimes very cloſe; at 
there is an alluſion to a piece of hiſtory which bas been over- 
looked by all the crit icks. It js now: long ſince t has no 
ſecret that how well wever the officers of the French army 
kept up their own ſpirits, yet from this time it was not, as they 
afterwards confeſſed, in, their power during that war, dy any 
means whatever, to make their common men ſtand before an 
Engliſh army with the Duke of Marlborough at their head. 
How greatly this happy effect of that — ſucceſs in the 
battle of Blenheim is raiſed by ourAuthar's repreſentation of it 
in this paſſage needs no comment to explain it. 

 Gildon ſtyles Blenheim the only tolerable ptruduction of its 
author; which cenſure Dr. Johnſon with much juſtice pro- 
nounces too dagmatical and violent. The poem of Blenheim,” 
continues the Doctor, © was never denied to be tolerable, even 
© by thoſe who do not allow it ſupreme excellence. It is indeed 
the poem of a ſcholar all inexpert of war, of a man who writes 
* books from books, and ſtudics the world iu a college. 
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dther times he brings in anew vatiety, arid entertains 
us with ſcenes more unexpected and pleaſing perhaps 
than his maſtet's themſelves were to thoſe who firſt 
ſau that work. The conduct and management are 
ſuperiour to all other copiers of that original, and 
even the admired Rapin is much below him both in 
doſigu and ſucceſs, for the Freachinan either fills his 
gardens wich the idle fables) af Antiquity/or new 
transformationsof his own, and has in contradictionta 
hu bw rules of criticiſm ivjudiciouſly blended the ſe. 
rious and fublime ſtyle of Virgil with the elegant 
tutns of Ovid in his Metamorphoſes. Nor has the 
great genius of Mr. Cowley ſucceeded better in his 
bobks of Plants, who beſides the ſame faults with the 
former is continually varying his numbers from ane 
fort uf verſe to another, and alludiag to remote hints 
of medicinal writers, whach though allowed to be uſe- 
ful, are yer ſo numerous that they flatren the dignity 
of the verſe, and ſink it from a poem to a treatife of 
phyſick.. It is not out of envy to the merit of theſe 
great men (und ho will ever be ſuch in ſpite of envy) 
that we take nutice of theſe miſtakes, but only toſhew 
the judgment of him O followed them in avoiding: 
ty:commit the ſame. ' Whatever ſcencs he preſents us 
with appear deficate and charming; the philoſopñical 
touches fur priſe, the moral inſtruc, and the gay de- 
ſeriptians tranſport, the reader. Sometimes he opens 
the howels of the earth; at others he paints its ſurface;

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ſometimes he dwells upon its lower products and 
fruits, at others mounts to its higher and more ſtately 
plantations, and then beautifies it with the innocent 
pleafures of its inhabitants: here we are taught the 
nature and variety oſ ſoils, there the difference of ve- 
getables, the ſports of a rural, the retirement of a con- 
templat ive, life; the working genius of the huſband- 
man, the induſtry of: the mechanick, contribute as 
much to diverſity as the due praifes of exalted patri- 


; ots, heroes, and ſtateſmen, to raiſe and ennoble the 


poetry. The change of ſeaſons and their diſtinRions, 
introduced by the riſing and ſetting of the ſtars, the 
effects of heat, cold, ſhowers, and te mpeſts, are in 
their: ſeveral places very ornamental, and their de- 


ſcriptions inferiour only to thoſe of Virgil. 


It would be difficult as well as uſeleſs to give parti 
cular inſtances of his ĩimitations of the laſt mentioned 
poet; men of taſte and learning will themſel ves ob- 
ſerve them with pleaſure, and it would be ta no pur · 
poſe to quote them to the illiterate: to the one it 
would be a ſort of an affront, to the other but an in- 
fipid entertainment. Milton, we axe informed, could: 
repeat the beſt part of Homer, and the perſon of 
whom we write could do the fame of Virgil, and by: 
continually reading him fortunately equalled the va - 
riety of his numbers. This alone ought to be a fuſſi 
cient anſwer to thoſe who.wiſhi this poem had been 
wrote in rhyme, ſince then it muſt have loſt half its 
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deauties, It being impoſſible but that the ſame undi- 
ſtinguiſhable tenour of verſification and returns of 
cloſe ſhould make it very unharmonious to a judicious 
and muſical ear. The beſt judges of our nation have 
given their opinions againſt rhyme; even they who 
uſed it with the greateſt admiration and ſucceſs could 
not forbear condemning the practice. I am not igno- 
rant to what a height ſome modern writers have car- 
ried this art, and adapted it to expreſs the moſt ſub- 
lime ideas; yet this has been in much ſhorter poems 
than the preſent ; and I doubt not but the ſame per- 
ſons would have rejected it were they to write upon 
the ſame occaſion. I ſhall not enter ſo far into the 
diſpute concerning the preference of theſe different 
manners of writing as to ſtate and anſwer the objec- 
tions on each fide. It is true Mr. Dryden thought 
that Milton's choice of blank verſe proceeded from 
his inability to rhyme well; and as good a reaſon 
might be given for his own choice, it being certain 
he had the perfect art and myſtery of one, and could 
have been but ſecond in the other“. 


2 * In ſtudying poetry Mr. Philips was wholly attentive to 
whatever helped to preſerve or raiſe its dignity, and by conti- 
nually converſing with Milton and the Ancients his ear became 
habituatet to the harmony of their numbers. Beſides, as he 
ſawthe art was removed from its proper ſtandard, ſo he thought 
it had loſt much of its true worth in Englich by the gingle of 
rhyme, which conſequently was better avoided.

In the lafcription to Philips in Weſtminſter»Abbey,, ſubjoined 
to this life, whether written by Dr. Atterbury or Dr. Freind, 
the author has ſet forth His happy emulation of Milton's num- 
bers without rhyme very particularly and no leſs elegantly, but 
vet very far thort of what the following paſſage from the diſ- 
ciple himſelf exhibits, at the conclufion of the firſt book of his 
Citter, wherein he has tranſmitted his own name in company 
with that of his maſter to the lateſt poſterity. After giving 
the two great fathers of ancient poeſy, Homer and Virgil, 
his is juſt praiſe, he proceeds thus:

Theſe unparalleled lines ſhe w, in the cleareſt and trueſt light, 
| not only the genius and turn of Mr. Philips's Muſe happily 
united to that of his maſter, but likewiſe the turn and temper of 

his mind, as before obſerved, happfly varying from him. With- 
out entering into the compariſon, which his own example for- 
bids, we ſhall only obſerve, and it is an obſervation no leſs true 
than trite, that in writing upon any ſubje whatſoever the 
author, be his ſucceſs what it will in executing his defigh, yet 
never fails to write his own character without defign, which 


for that reaſon tpo is certainly the true one, natural and undifs 
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oblige them to a more exact inquiry. For my part, [ 
think it no more a diſreputation to Mr. Philips that 
he did not write in rhyme: than it is to Virgil that he 
has not compoſed odes or elegies. The bent of our 
genius is what we ought to purſue, and if we anſwer 
our deſigns in that it is ſufficient. The critick would 
make a man laugh to hear him gravely diſputing, 
from little hints of thoſe authors, whether Virgil 
could not have wrote better ſatires, or Horace a 
good epick poem? 

But to return from this Agreſbon to my Aen. I 
would not have it thought that I preſume to make a 
criticiſm upon the works of our Author or thoſe of 
others: theſe are only the ſentiments of one who is 
indifferent how they are received if they have the 
good fortune not to prejudice his memory for whoſe 
ſake they were written. I ſhall add but one remark 
more upon this ſubject, which is, the great difhculty 
of making our Engliſh names of plants, foils, animals, 
and inſtruments, ſhine in verſe: there are hardly any 
of thoſe'which in the Latin tongue are not in them- 
ſelves beautiful and expreffive, and very few in our 
own which do not rather debaſe than exalt the ftyle ; 
and yet 1 know not by what art in the poet theſe 
guiſed j accordingly in this paſſage we ſee that modeſty, can- 
dour, and ſimplicity of mind and manners, that natural good - 
neſs, that unaffected piety, that univerſal. charity, and that 


ſteady adherence to his principle, which difiiuguithed Mr. Phi- 
lips's life, |

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words, though in themſelves mean and low, ſeem not 
to ſink the dignity of his ſtyle, but become their places 
as well nn 
ſound. 

I cannot leave ee 
the two books are addreſſed to two gentlemen of 
whom it is enough to ſay that they were Mr. Phi- 
lips's friends and favourers, and whoſe characters 
without the help of a weaker hand will be tranſmitted 
to poſterity. Nor muſt we omit that ſignal honour 
which this piece received after his deceaſe in being 
tranſlated into Italian by a nobleman of Florence, an 
honour which the great Boileau was proud his Art of 
Poetry obtained in a language of much delicacy and 
politeneſs *.
